cause there is none to be done, and 
those who cannot get to work because 
their condition takes away all the 
motives to it—the heirs of wealth, and 
the heirs of want of room in the world.

often both starving alike in body and 
soul; for the loss of appetite which 
belongs to indolence and satiety is 
often like the emaciation of bunger 
itself, and the imbecility of over- 
indulged and petted sloth is precisely 
like the despair which fastens on those 
who cannot find the chance to earn 
their bread. | 

The best interests of society, then, 
and the best interests of every indivi- 
dual, require that each and every hu- 
man being should be a worker. Seciety 
requires the work of every man labor in 
some form, either for its necessities or 
improvement; and every individual 
requires the discipline of labor for his 
own education and for his self-respect. 
Work, then, is the great principle of 
social and individual well-being. It 
is not merely that society depends 
upon the results of work—though that 
is an principle—but that 
work itself is the greatest blessing to 
man and to society, since it is the 


secret of human improvement, the 
education of human powers, the means 
by which art, skill, knowledge, genius 
are developed, above all, the means 
by which character and worth are 
attained, the passions balanced and 
subordinated, and the peace of seciety 
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maintained. 

The first interests of society, then, 
and of religion —one considering only 
collective, and the other individual 
and immortal man—is to secure to 
every human being the opportunity of 
work, and to enforce upon every human 
being the obligation of work. That 
would be a perfect state of society in 
which every living soul, on their at- 
taining a * age, was occupied in 
some kind of work, rendering the best 
services its powers enabled it to render 
to society, and ing ita faculties te 
the utmost extent of their healthful 
endurance. For this would produce 
the largest means of civilization in the 
greatest variety, and the largest sum 
of physical and mental, moral and 
spiritual activity, that is, the greatest 
and purest quantity of being in man. 
It would utterly extinguish both 
physical and moral poverty. We say 
physical and moral poverty, for God’s 
ordinance of labor, binding on all, has 
quite as much reference to the pre- 
vention or cure of moral poverty— 
that is, the destitution of spiritual life, 
of intellectual and moral activity, play 
of feeling and freedem of powers,—as 
to the prevention or oftge of physical 
want, the lack of foed and fire and 
shelter. Poverty is, in its deepest 
root, a moral disease; the decay or 
apathy of man’ssoul. The sloth, the 
hopelessness, feebleness of will, the 
degradation or inertness of feeli 
that describe it are its fundamen 
characteristics and most fatal symp- 
toms or fruit.—Utah County Times. 


SCRUPLES. 


There are some things of which we 
aheuld have neither too much nor too 
little ; and among these are scruples. 
Unscrupulous is a term of just re- 

h; the unscrupulous man is 
angerous in whatever capacity we 
have to deal with him, but the man 
of seruples is not therefore desirable 
as such. He may be eligible and 
deserving, but we should like him 


better without his scruples, for nothing 
is a graver barrier in social matters 


than obtrusive scruples which we do 
not share. Scruples are essentially 
private things ; when two people agree 
together in an objection or an „ ' 
we view it in another light 
rabably call it something else. 
ples represent private judgment 
exercising itself in small matters; 
that is, they appear small to common 
sense or to prevalent public opinion, 
thongh they are large and predominant 
to the scrupulous mind. Not that 
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are independent of the pre- 
— tone of thought in the world, 
but they are the means by which some 
take their share in it, and they 
constitute the originality of a certain 
class of intellect—they furnish an 
opportunity for that self-assertion 
Which is a natural object with thinkers 
of every class and 0. 

Of course virtue scruples. The 
minuter duties of morality have, we 
may say, an equal obligation with the 
weightier matters of the law; but in 
one case public opinion is aceepted as 
exponent and interpreter, while the 
scrupulous conscience owns no law but 
itself, and sees no further than the 
letter. Honesty of the straightfor- 
ward social sort that it is a sin 
to steal a pin, but it does as it would 
be dene by; and, holding itself jus- 
tified by general usage, it takes the pin 
on an emergency and does not it 
stealing. The scrupulous person goes 
pinless at the cost of being a less com- 

tent and efficient member of the 
body politic, but is not the less confi- 
dent and satisfied. Thescruples which 
fairly bear the character of scrupulosity 
are those which wary the judgment 
and obscure the perception of the 
relative importance of things. The 
man who is governed by them may be 
a guide to himself, but he is no guide 
for others; his conscience his 
reason are not on sufficient good 
terms. Aud it may be observed that 
nobody can be scrupulous all round ; 
a pet scruple often makes a clean 
sweep of collateral obligation, The 
scrapulous temper is liable to large 
and eccentric omissions where the 
conscience is off its guard. Peeple 
dannot act as members of a family or 
a community whose notions of private 
duty cover all their view and engross 
— attention. We 1 this world 
in many capaciti imposing 
moral duties, of which common sense 
has to adjust the claims where they 
seem conflicting ; but common sense, 
even candid and unselfish common 
sense, is despised and abhorred by 
the mind possessed by a scruple, or 
ulating itself by a code of scruples. 
© duties that cannot be reconciled, 
or will not fit in, are set aside—over- 
looked as not of obligation. We know 
of a clergyman who had a scruple 
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against reading any of the words in 


italics which rred in the Lessons 
for the Day. He simply passed them 
over as not dictated inspiration. 


It was indifferent to him that he made 
nonsense of the Word of God, which 
it was — * * set forth; — 
one side of his duty so very plainly 
that he saw nothing else, and we need 
not say was utterly unpersuadable.

It would — 
that the capacity for a large general 
view is never found in conjunction 
with this microscopic activity of con- 
science. All scruples are conscientious, 
and carry with them a sort of religious 
obligation. But it depends on the 
character how deep this goes. Many 
people scruple to play a rubber who 
will plunge into reckless speculation 
without atwinge. It was a conscien- | 
tious scruple which induced Pepys, 
on receiving a letter and discerning. 
money in it, to empty the letter before 
he read it, that might say I saw 
no money in the paper; and this is 
only a type of the action of a great 
many scrupulous persons, who desire 
to profit by the consequences of a 
certain course of action without in- 
curring the responsibility of it. And, 

short of this, scruples constantly 
stand in the way of an honest per- 
ception of right by stopping at the 
letter. A mind given to small soru- 

ples has the judgment in leading 
strings, and often misses the flash of 
truth amid the minute questions 
which occupy it. Perhaps most 
common form of hypocrisy is this 
self-deception. 

But, on the ether hand, it is no 
— to settle what are scruples 
—that is, conscientious demurs about 
small things. What were treated as 
such at one time are afterwards dis- 
covered to be broad principles. Re- 
formers are charged with soruples and 
unnecessary niceties, but the scrupu- 
lous temper which fastens naturally 
on minutia is not the reforming

Real scru- 
ples, the growth of a certain babit of 
mind, are not catching, we suspect ; 
they are characteristics, though cir- 
cumstances may befriend and develop 
them. Yet every aye has its own 
fashion of scruples. A formula which 
at one period everybody accepts with- 
out doubt or hesitation, at another 
suggests scruples at every turn—not 
the same, but fitting the temper of the 
objector. To himself they seem ori- 
ginal, the birth of his own questioning 
intellect, and in fact with a family 
resemblance to his own mind ; but the 
responsible for this particular 
Soruples he would have had 
‘twenty, or fifty years ago, but 


not these particular scruples. Origi- 


nality is but a relative term. It is 
much more original, for instance, in 
these days to start a difficulty about 
eating chickens or rabbits till the eater 
is satisfied that the rule of the A 
stolic Church has been observed as to. 
the manner of their killing, than to 
have scruples about the Thirty-nine 
Articles; for, to most people, the first 
question has been settled for good and 
all, ages ago, the other is a habit of 
the day, and scruples are contagious. 

Scruples that interfere with the easy 
flow of social intercourse, and induce. 
a sense — — — incen- 
gruity, will always be equally unpop- 
ular. Scruples of diet, diction, | 
precision of statement, humanity, 
amusement, ultra-veracity, are of this. 
class, as setting up a higher standard 
than the current one.—[Sift the wheat 
from the chaff.

Two hours more brought us within 
sight of the home of the Son of Mary: 
in the centre of a not very lofty table- 
land we beheld a kind of basin, sur- 
rounded on every side by gently-slop- 
ing hills ; and there was the spot once 
glorified by the thirty years lowly 
residence of the Carpenter of Nazar- 
eth. The village, we found by and 
by, occupied a somewhat elevated 

ition on the western side of the 

in; and it was not difficult to 
identify the *‘ brow of the hill” from 
which the infatuated villagers must 
have purposed to cast down Him whom 
a few moments before they had been 
ready to adore, ‘‘wondering at the 
gracious things which proceeded out 
of His mouth.” It contained a popu- 
lation of some six or seven hundred, 
who seemed to live chiefly on the pro- 
duct of the superstition of the be- 
nighted monks. Nothing could be 
more painful than the details of that 
superstition. There was the spot 
where Gabriel stood when he made 
the annunciation to the highly- 
favored among women.” It was in a 
low subterranean chapel in the tawdry 
church, and we were shown a broken 


pillar, the upper part of which was 


miraculously suspended from the roof. 
Then, of course there was the holy 
cottage, where Joseph and his reputed 
Son worked from week to week, and 
from year to year, with chisel, saw 
and plane.” This was pointed out to 
us as identical with a certain ancient 
tenement of one apartment in another 


part of the town, although, oddly 
enoagh, that same cottage is stoutly 
maintained by the infallible showmen 
and their infallible: con at Rome, 
to have been miraculously transported 
one fine morning across the sea and 
located bodily at Loretto, in Italy, and 
to question the literal truth of either 
assertion would be to incur the penalty 
of mortal sin. And in another place 
we saw the veritable table at which 
Jesus used to sit at His meals in His 
mechanic life, and afterwards, even 
subsequent to His resurrection! There 
happened just then to be an aristocra- 
tic pilgrim on a visit to Nazareth, a 
canoness of Munich, as I was told, the 
dowager countess of Talbot ; and we 
were both amused and grieved to see 
the wretched trade which the monks 
were driving with the belated old lady, 
who, by mass after mass at the succes- 
sive shrines in Palestine, was evidently 
purchasing for herself no small“ de- 
gree” in the world to come. That one 
afternoon, I saw too special acts of 
grace celebrated in her behalf; and

And there fell upon men a great hail out of heaven, every stone about the 
weight of a talent: (93? lbs. av.) and men blasphemed God because of the 
plague of the hail; for the plague thereof was exceeding great.” (Rev. xvi, 21.) 

„Our God shall come, and shall not keep silence: a fire shall devour before 
Him, and it shall be very tempestuous round about Him.” (Psalms, L, 3.) 

Enoch also, the seventh from Adam, prophesied of these, saying, Behold, 
the Lord cometh with ten thousand of His Saints, to execute judgment upon 
all, and to convince all that are ungodly among them of all their ungodly deeds 
which they have ungodly committed, and of all their hard speeshes which un- 
godly sinners have spoken against Him. (Jude 14th & 15th verses.) 

„The Lord is not slack concerning His promise, as some men count slack- 
ness ; but is long suffering to us-ward, not willing that any should perish, but 
that all should come to repentance. But the day of the Lord will come ass 
thief in the night, (to the wicked,) in the which the heavens shall pass away 
with a great noise, and the elements shall melt with fervent heat, the earth 
also and the works that are therein shall be burned up. Nevertheless we, 
according to His promise, look for new heavens and a new earth, wherein 
dwelleth righteousness.” (2 Peter, iii, 9, 10, 13.) 

**' Who among us shall dwell with devoaring fire? who among ua shall dwell 
with everlasting burnings? He that walketh righteously, and speaketh 
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uprightly ; he that despiseth the gain of oppression, that shaketh his hands 
from holding of bribes, that stoppeth his ears from heating of blood, and shut- 
eth his eyes from seeing evil.” ‘‘ Thine eyes shall see the King in His beauty.“ 
(Lsaiah xxxiii, 14-17.) 

„For behold, the day cometh, that shall burn as an oven; and all the proud, 
yea and all that do wickedly, shall be stubble; and the day that cometh shall 
burn them up, saith the Lord of Hosts, that it shall leave them neither root 
nor branch.” (Malachi iv, 1.) 

** Behold, the Lord maketh the earth empty, and maketh it waste, and 
turneth it upside down, and scattereth abroad the inhabitants thereof. And 
it shall be, as with the people, so with the priest; as with the servant, so with 
his master ; as with the maid so with her mistress ; as with the buyer, so with 
the seller; as with the lender, so with the borrower ; as with the taker of 
usury, so with the giver of usury to him. The land shall be utterly emptied, 
and utterly spoiled : for the Lord hath spoken this word. The earth mourneth 
and fadeth away, the world languisheth and fadeth away, the haughty people 
of the eatth do languish. The earth also is defiled under the inhabitants 
thereof; because they have transgressed the laws, changed the ordinance, 
broken the everlasting covenant. Therefore hath the curse devoured the earth 
and they that dwell therein are desolate: therefore the inhabitants of the earth 
are burned, and few men left.” (Isaiah xxiv, 1-6.) 


To yon who are troubled rest with us, when the Lord Jesus shall be revealed 
from heaven with his mighty angels, in flaming fire taking vengeance on them 
that know not God, and that obey not the Gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ: 
who shall be punished with everlasting destruction from the presence of the 
Lord, and from the glory of His power; when He shall come to be glorified in 
His Sarnts, and to be admired in all them that believe in that day.” (2 Thessa- 
lonians i, 7-10.) 


And his feet shall stand in that day upon the mount of Olives, which is 
before Jerusalem on the east, and the mount of Olives shall cleave in the midst 
thereof toward the east and toward the west, and there shall be a very great 
valley; and half of the mountain sball remove toward the north, and half of 
it toward the south.

And it shall be in that day, that livi 
waters shall go out from Jerusalem ; half of them toward the former sea, an 
half of them toward the hinder sea: in summer and in winter shall it be. And 
the Lonp shall be king over all the earth: in that day shall there be one Lorp, 
and bis name one. All the land. shall be turned asa plain from Geba to Rimmon 
south of Jerusalem ; and it shall be lifted up, and inhabited in her place, from 
Benjamin A gate unto the place of the first gate, unto the corner gate, and from 
the tower aneél unto the king’s winepresses. And men shall dwell in it, 
and there shall be no more utter destruction; but Jerusalem shall be safely 
inhabited.” (Cechariah xiv, 4—11.) 

„Hast taken to thee thy great power and hast reigned!” At the second 
advent of our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ all human governments will be 
overthrown. Satan, that arch-deceiver of mankind, will as a “‘ roaring lion” 
resist in vain. He will not be permitted to make any presumptuous approaches 
to the Prince of Peace. It is not now as when he found the Savior, in His 
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humiliation, in the wilderness. He has no longer all the kingdoms of the 
world,” to offer as a reward, if thou wilt fall down and worship me.” 


„And I saw an angel come down from heaven, having the key of the bot- 
tomless pit and a great chain in his hand. And he laid bold on the dragon 
that old serpent, which is the Devil, and Satan, and bound him a thousand 
years, And cast him into the bottomless pit, and shut him up, and set a seal 
upon him, that he should deceive the nations no more, till the thousand years 
should be fulfilled: and after that he must be loosed a little season.” (Rev. 
xx, 1-3.) ‘‘ The Lord of hosts shall reign in mount Zion, and in J 
and before His ancients gloriously.” ‘‘The glorious Lord will be unto us a 

of broad rivers and streams; wherein shall go no galley with oars, nei- 
er shall gallant ships pase e , For the Lord is our Judge, the Lord is 
our Lawgiver, the Lord is our King; He will save ws.” (Isaiah xxxiii, 21, 22.) 


„And the GOVERNMENT shall be upon His shoulder.” Aud it shall come to 
in the last days, that the mountain of the Lord's house shall be established 
the top of the mountains, and shall be exalted above the hills; and all 
nations shall flow unto it. And many people shall go and say, Come ye, and 
let us go up to the mountain of the Lord, to the house of the God of Jacob ; 
and He will teach us of His ways, and we will walk in His pathw:-for out of 
Zion ghall go forth the Law, and the worp of the Lorp from JeRnusaLEeM. 
And He shall judge among the nations, and shall rebuke many people: and 
they shall beat their swords into plowshares, and their spears into ning 
hooks : nation shall not lift up sword against nation, neither shall they learn 
war any more.” (Is. ii, 2-4.) a 
The headquarters of the Divine Government will be at Jerusalem in the 
East, and Zion in the West. Elders, Apostles and Prophets, now exalted to 
thrones, will be the righteous executives of the universal law to which all 
people will be amenable—and to which implicit obedience must be rendered ; 
for the commands of the king of Zion are imperative. Righteousness shall 
be the girdle of His loins, and faithfulness the girdle of His reins.” The 
earth shall be full of the knowledge dt me Lard, as thun cover the fea.” 
„And they shall teach tio Mörse every a brother, saying, Know the 
Lord : for they shall all know mz from the least of them unto the greatest of 
them.” (Jer. xxxi, 34.) 


While there will be one perennial spring—there will be a pleasing variety of 
weather—so that the four seasons of the year will be distinguishable to the 
senses of the vine-dressers and horticulturists. ‘ Living, waters shall go out 
from Jerusalem ; half of them toward the former sea, and half of them toward 
the hinder sea: in summer and in winter shall it be.” These waters issue out 
toward the east country, and go down into’ the desert, and go into the sea: 
which being brought forth into the sea, the waters (sea) shall be healed. 
it shall come to pass, that everything that liveth, which moveth, whithersoever 
the rivers shall come, shall live: and there shall bea very great multitude of fish, 
because these waters shall come thither: for they shall be healed; and every- 
thing shall live whither the river cometh. And it shall come to that the 
fishers shal] stand upon it from En-gedi even onto En-eglaim ; there shall be 
a place to spread forth nets ; their fish shall be according to their kinds, as the 
fish of the great sea, exceeding many. But the miry places thereof and the 
marishes thereof shall not be healed ; they shall be given to salt. And by the 
river upon the bank thereof, on this side and on that side, shall grow all trees 
for meat, whose leaf shall not fade, neither shall the fruit thereof be consumed : 
it shall bring forth new fruit according to its months, because their waters they 
issued out of the sanctuary : and the fruit thereof shall be for meat, and the 
leaf thereof for medicine.” (Ezekiel xlvii, 8— 12.) 


And he shewed me a pure river of water of life, clear as crystal, proceeding 
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out of the throne of God and of the Lamb. In the midst of the street of it, 
and on either side of the river, was there the tree of life, which bare twelve 
manner of fruits, and yielded her fruit every month : and the leaves of the tree 
where for the healing of the nations. And there shall be no more curse: but 
the throne of God and of the Lamb shall be in it ; and His servants shall serve 
Him: And they shall see His face; and His name shall be in their foreheads. 
And there shall be no night there ; and they need no candle, neither light of 
the sun; for the Lord God giveth them light: and they shall reign for ever 
and ever.” (Rev. xxii, 1—5.) 

„And I heard as it were the voice of a great multitude, and as the voice of 
many waters, and as the voice of mighty thunderings, saying Alleluia: for 
the Lord God omnipotent reigneth. Let us be glad and rejoice, and give honor 
to Him: for the marriage of the Lamb is come and His wife hath made herself 
ready. And to her was granted that she should be arrayed in fine linen, clean 
and white : for the fine linen is the righteousness of Saints. Blessed are they 
which are called unto the marriage supper of the Lamb.” 


All shall know me who remain, even from the least unto the greatest, and 
shall be filled with the knowledge of the Lord, and shall see eye to eye, and 
shall lift up their voice, and with the voice together sing this new song, saying,

Happy day! the long night of evil has vanished at the rising of the Sum 
of righteousness—might succumbs to right—vice expires, virtue triumphs— 
gentile anarchy is at an end—Satan, the usurper, is imprisoned for a thousand 
years! Rest, sweet rest for the Riokrzobs! Again, the morning stars sing: 
together, and all the sons of God shout for joy!” 


The second coming of Christ to reign on the earth, will he attended with 
extraordinary manifestations of heavenly power. Every valley shall be 
exalted, and every mountain and hill shall be made low: and the crooked 
shall be made straight, and the rough places plain. And the glory of the 
Lord shall be revealed, and all flesh shall see it together.” (Isaiah xi, 4, 5.) 
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And every island fled away, and the mountains were not found.” (Rev. 
xvi, 20.) 

The face of nature will be changed, and restored to its paradisiacal beauty. 
The curse being removed the earth will no longer produce thorns and briers— 
animals will cease to devour each other—the human family and all living things 
will subsist on the products of the vegetable kingdom as at the beginning. 
For a time, however, it may be, that the nations of the ungodly will eat fish 
as well as vegetables. They, not being quickened by the Spirit of the Lord» 
like the Sars, will be healed” in the due course of nature, by partaking of 
the leaves—not the fruit—of the tree of tire:” Saints will partake of the 
fruit, and live for ever 

The Lord will have a Royal Palace in Jerusalem, and one in Zion. There 
will also be two great Temples, one in Zion and one in Jerusalem; lesser Tem- 
ples will be built in different parts of the habitable globe. In these holy 
sanctuaries the Saints will be sanctified—prepared for a fullness of glory. The 
full powers of the Gospel will be revealed—and the keys of eternal Priesthood 
sealed upon them. Here the union of the sexes in marriage will be consum- 
mated. For after the general resurrection they neither marry, nor are given 
in marriage, but are as the angels of God, who having kept the celestial law of 
marriage when in mortality are now ordained to be Gods, and they will “ pass 
by” the ordinary angels“ who nover obeyed the law,—to their exaltation. 

Holy men who accepted the celestial law in their belief, and in practice, 
80 far as taking one wife in the new coverant, in their lifetime on earth—will 
_ doubtless have many wives sealed to them during the millennium. The Pa- 
triarch Isaac, for instance, John the Baptist, David W. Patten and many more 
ancient and modern worthies will be blessed with this privilege, as well as the 
holy men who have practically, in this life, carried out the law more fully. 

A man that marries one wife in the new covenant in the spirit’ thereof, and 
firm belief in the celestial order of marriage, will receive that one wife in the 
resurrection, even though he may not marry another in this life; For the law 
and order of the Priesthood must remain—the legitimate bonds cannot be 
broken. There is only one immutable law and one unchanging ceremony which 
bind persons together in the marriage covenant ; either in single or plural 
marriage. 

Millions of devout women will be sealed to exalted husbands after the first 
resurrection, during the Sabbatic era—but none will be married belonging to 
this creation after the general resurrection. Angels of the lower orders will 
remain single for ever—there will be no female angels among this class of in- 
ferior beings. 

Many good men in the dispensations of divine Providence, have never en- 
joyed the opportunity of accepting plural marriage, practically, but only in 
belief: will such in consequence of being placed under uvpropitious circum- 
stances over which they had no control, be deprived of the blessing? No, verily 
no! It will be at that time, that ‘‘ seven women will take hold of one man 
saying, let us be called by thy name.” 

Will the Saints unite in families in the resurrection? Certainly this will be 
the order of living, else all the covenants made in this life, to this end, would 
become pull and void—an impossibility. 

Now the humble shall be exalted, and the proud abaeed. Men and women 
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unknown while traveling in the solitary paths of their earthly pilgrimage, will 
shine forth like the sun in golden splendor, after a cloudy night. No more 
bitter tears will be shed over the effects of Time’s withering hand of cruelty. 
Sorrow and sighing has fled for ever! All the rude passions of our fallen 
nature are passed away. There is no more envy now. All appreciate their 
blessings—all are satisfied with the reward of their virtues, Sweet Peace with 
her balmy wings hovers over all the creation of ourGod. The kind husband, 
the gentle wife, the upright father, the dear mother, the noble son, the virtuous 
daughter, the good neighbor, the generous friend, all rejoice and sing praises 
together, to God and the Lamb, for all are redeemed, exalted Sons and 
Daveuters of the Must HTůox | 

Jesus will now drink of the Fruit of the une, with His Saints, in 
the Kinapom or Gop.” | 

Will it be necessary for immortal persons to eat material food in order to per- 
petuate existence?

The necessity of eating enhances the 
pleasure of eating. The Psalmist David, speaking of the Israelites when in the 
wilderness says, that they bad given them of the corn of heaven: man did 
eat angels’ food.

Will the Saints be permitted to visit other planets? It is reasonable to 
suppose that this will be their privilege in order to learn and comprehend the 
works of God—the ordering of planets in their motions, and to unravel the 
profound secrets of the vast universe, His dominions. |

tablished on Idumea. 

‘Enoch’s city will also return with its inhabitants, and occupy the same 
locality it did before it was translated, where the Gulf of Mexico now roll its 
waves.
